Liquefaction of Fluorine. 


At a recent meeting of tho Academy 


of Sciences in Paris M. Moissan, a lead- 
ing member, read a paper describing ex- 
periments for the liquefaction of fluor- 
ine with Professor Dewar's instruments 
in London. The refactory power of 
fluorine was thereby accurately deter- 
mined. It retained its liquidity at minus 
210 degrees C., whereas almost every 
chemical affinity of the most activo of 
known gases disappears m such intense 
cold.

The imaaoo of congress mud the 


state legislatures by the hired lobbyists 
ol the iru-sta is nothing ntw. says the 
Cincuuiau Enquirer. These aggr-jja- 
tians erf capital have made bribery oao 
of the fine arts uu4 have reared np a 
school of jirijfasfcors to apply it in the 
interest* of w hat they call their vested 
rights. 
These foaiitauu. of corruption 


not auly fnruuJj bribers, but bribe tak- 
ers. The knowledge that out of their 
millions some hundreds of thousands 
will be used in the legislatures to se- 
cure immunity from investigation and 
'• protection" from adverse legislation 
has brul a large class of men who "run" 
for congress and for places in the state 
legislatures aa an occupation. These 
wretches press themselves forward upon 
party managers as candidates upon the 
very ground that they will be accept- 
able to the great institutions which in- 
dulge in the luxury of a lobby. Indeed, 
the trusts and the great corporations 
kindred to them furnish a good propor- 
tion of the party managers themselves, 
or, to make it plainer, they accept the 
services of those who have a faculty for 
local leadership and pay them well for 
protecting them when nominations are 
made. Thus, between the thieves who 
want to buy legislation and the thieves 
who desire to sell it and the panders 
who go between them taking toll from 
each, the legislatures of the jjrearcr 
btates sometimes become tho mtra prop- 
erty of the trusts. 


Of course bribery is a felony in those 


who give and those who take, and in 
those who are mere promoters of it, but 
justice is blind, and great and wealthy 
rogues are seldom pestered about such 
little peccadillos as bribing legislatora 
It was not in the mouth of Jack Cade, 
but in that of the broken old King Lear, 
that the great muster put these words : 


"Plate sin with gold, and the strong 


lance of justice hurtkss breaks ; clothe 
it in rags, a pygmy straw will pierce 
it" 


In our time the robbers who steal cur 


legislators in order to make them steal 
from the people lor them are not satis- 
fled with getting away the mere plun- 
der. They boldly tell us that it is grxxi 
for us to be robbed, and that we do not 
understand our interests if we oppose 
it. The great trusts assure us that they 
shower benefits upon the people. They 
say that competition is not "the life of 
tride, " as we had supposed, and that if 
it prevents monopoly it does the public 
great harm. Mouopoly^the name of 
which has been the synonym for tho 
spoliation of the many by a favored few 
from tho time of the Tudors — now 
thrusts itself into the public view as a 
public benefactor. Trusts bring down 
the price of good^, we arc told, and wo 
are asked to ivmombcr how much dear 
er e\ery couuuodifj was before they en- 
tered upon th^ir philanthropic career. 
Syndicates arc steadily at work consol- 
idating additional enterprises. 
The 


tendency is= to have ouo railroad compa 
ny in the Unitod States that shall em- 
brace thorn all, oue telegraph company, 
one steel and 11011 manufacturing com- 
pany, one brewing company, and s>o on. 
The Whiiky trust, the Cordage trust, 
tho Beef trust, the Flour trust and the 
Coal trust aro all at work, each to ab- 
sorb all the inteiosts kindred to its own 
in order that there may be no inmi* ti- 
tion 
They wiy these consolidations 


largely reduce the number of peuple 
who have to be employed, reduce the 
number cf officer-, and their expenses, 
and the dear people are told that they 
receive tho beneilts of all these reduc- 
tions. 


Railroad traffic associations march up 


to congress and demand the removal of 
all limits upon railroad pooling. They 
say that reasonable prices for interstate

under General Jackscn, and one of 
his relatives had bueu killed iu the 
massacre at Fojt Minims. He bad 
a great and undying hatred of Indi- 
ana and was very bitter in bis de 
nunciation of them at all times. He 
was tall, iron gray and well pre- 
served for his age 
He made tubs, 


half bushel measures, etc., and made 
a aoere living at this occupation. I 
gave tbe old man tbe title uf 'gen- 
eral,' of which ho was very proud. 


"Frank Perrine, a neighbor of 


mine, who has since died, and iny- 
aelf opened our hearts and hands 
and agreed to take the general to a 
circus at my town, Huntsville, Mo. 
We purchased the tickets and gave 
him some odd change to buy lemon- 
ade. The general, Frank and myself 
took a lower seat Now, the circus 
bad a detachment of about 20 Indi- 
ans, who came in with war paint 
and feathers and danced the green 
corn, the ghost dance and otber In- 
dian performances, and then per- 
formed a scalping scene. 


"It was very realistic. A white 


woman rode into the ring with an 
Indian holding a tomahawk and 
scalping knife in close pursuit 
Bound and round the ring they flew, 
the Indian gaining on the white 
maiden, whose black hair hung in 
glossy waves down her back. She 
acted her part well and was appar- 
ently much frightened. 


"The Indian grabbed the woman 


and dragged her from her horse, 
threw her down and scalped her. 
He held tip the wig, all dripping 
with blood—Venetian red. A thrill 
of horror penetrated the audience. 
General Sampler's blood was up, 
and before Frank and myself could 
restrain him he rushed into the ring 
find with his hickory stick felled the 
Indian to the ground. The remain- 
ing Indians closed around the gen- 
eral, but his 'dander' was up. 


"The Indians commenced falling 


asleep under bis repeated blows as 
fast as they did at the Horseshoe 
Frank and myself rushed into the 
ring to bring the general out The 
crowd was yelling with delight, 
thinking it a part of the show. 
Above the yells of the combatants 
could he heard the loud laugh of 
Forked Eyed Adams, a well known 
character from the Chariton divide, 
who could laugh so loud that it was 
said it killed the mosquitoes on the 
Chariton river a mile off. 


"As Frank grabbed the general a 


big burly showman knocked him 
down. The old clown made at me. 
I was an athlete in those days. I 
dodged him and gave him a right 
bander on the nose and sent him out 
of the ring. At that moment an In- 
dia struck me over the head with a 
stuffed war club and sent me to the 
sawdust The general sent him on 
top of me with a club that was not 
stuffed. 
Several of our 
friends 


rushed in to help us, but the darned 
fool crowd yet believed it a part of 
the show and were enjoying it 
hugely. Forked Eyed Adams' laugh 
was heard above the war cries of 
the Indians, and the old general was 
yelling at the top of his voice, 'Hur- 
rah for General Jackson and Davy 
Crockett.' 


I finally got hold of the clown 


and Frank grabbed the general, and 
matters were adjusted without actu- 
al murder being committed. Frank 
carried away a black eye, and I had 
a knot as big as a hanging bird's 
nest over my right ear. The nest 
year we declined to take the general 
to the circus "—St Louis Republic.

The New York Central railroad runs 
tuider Park aveiina, and there is a 
gnoc^ssion of openings in the top of the 
tvwel. Finding that the policeman 
was gaining ou him, tho burglar took a 
desperate chance and leaped down one 
of these openings at the risk of break- 
ing his neck. Now the burglar was 
running for his liberty, and it was the 
pan of wisdom for him to imperil lifo 
or limb, but the policeman vras mere!/ 
doing his doty, and nobody ceuld have 
blamed him for not taking the jump. 
However, he jumped, and ui this par- 
ticular caao the hand of the Lord was 
heavy upon the unrighteous. The bur- 
glar had the breath knocked out of him, 
and the "cop"'didn't. When his victim 
could walk, the officer trotted him 
around to the station house, and a week 
afterward he himself was promoted, it 
appearing upon careful 
investigation 


that he was sober, trustworthy and 
strictly attentive to his duty- 


Here again it seems to me that TTO 


followed the eminently common sense 
plan of promoting a man who had earn- 
ed his promotion by faithful and dis- 
tinguished service and by proved supe- 
rior capacity. We cared no more for 
the policeman's views on the tariff or 
the currency than we did for those of 
the burglar. Our interest and the inter- 
est of citizers generally vras to have the 
officer catch that burglar and otherwise 
do his duty. If he did his duty, we 
were for him; if he did not, we were 
against him. 
In neither event did we 


care whether the officer had or had not 
the backing of the congressional delega- 
tion of the city or the central committee 
of the county. Of course, as before, this 
exposed us to wild outcries from the 
local political bosses and heelers and 
much sneering at "civil service reform,'' 
but all the outcries and aieers meant 
was that we were doing our duty a.s de- 
cent men aad as public officials, v. ith 
some slight appreciation of what \\ as 
implied by the words honor aud up- 
rightness. Political organizations are 
eminently necessary and useful, bnt 
when they are seized by professional 
spoils politicians of low morality, who 
run the "machine" in their own inter- 
ests, who clamor against honesty and 
defy decency and rail against that de- 
vice for obtaining clean government 
which is known as civil service reform, 
then it is time for all citizens who 
believe in good citizenship to rife in re- 
volt.

•eductions, yet guiltily charmed by the 
rare beauty of the frescoes, prayed 
aloud, "Lord, rarn away mine eyes, lest 
they behold vanity," but looked never- 
theless — I looked, too, and read on un- 
til mounting remorse robbed the read- 
ing of all pleasure aud drove me to my 
task again. 


But I bad fallen once, and by a sad 


fatality scarcely had I renewed tbe 
gearch, with weakened powers of re- 
sistance, when I stumbled upon a fiercer 
temptation in tho form of a library 
which announced in plain letters its 
freedom to the public until the hour of 
8 in the evening. 


Forgetful of my character as a work- 


man, miserably callous to the claim of 
duty to find employment, if possible, 
and in any case to live honestly the life 
which I had assumed, I entered the 
widu open, hospitable doors and was 
soon lost to other thought, and even to 
the sense of shame, iu the absorbing 
interest of favorite books.

WILLIAM GABLE'S ATTEMPT

William Gable, a German laborer 


about 3s years of age, while alone in 
a field near the waterworks status 
this morning, swallowed poison and 
then fired a bullet into his he^d from 
a revolver, and when found nearly 
halt an hour later, although uncon- 
scious, was still aHre, and his brains 
were oozing from the bullet wound' 


Gable was employed on the garden 


lands of William Loaeeher, the pro- 
uee merchant whose establishment 
is located on east Market street and 
who lives at 1300 east High street. 
His wife, Mrs. Sophia Gable, is Mr. 
Loesoher's sister, and the Gable fam- 
ly lives in a cottage adjoining the 
Loescher residence. This Morning, 
after eating breakfast, Gable and 
Henry Loeseher, another brother-la- 
aw, went to the garden lands some 
distance from the two residences and 
began their day's work. Mr. Loes- 
iher began to repair the fence* sur- 
onndlnv the gardens, and Gable be- 
;an with his usual duties among 
he 
products 
cf 
the 
garden.

eparated some distance and about 9 
'clock Mr. Loeseher beard the report 
of a pistol. He paid oo attention to 
the matter, but continued with his 
work and half an hour later retched 
a point where be had last seen his 
brother-in-law. Suddenly his atten- 
lon was attracted by frequent

rhlch came from a point somewhere 
near by, and following the direction 


•hence the sound came he was horri- 


Sed to find Gable lying on the ground 
with a bullet wound In his head and 
>lood and brains oozing therefrom. 
The prostrate man was moaning and 
iroathlng laboriously, seemingly at 
the point of death, and a revolver, 
which lay on the ground within a few 
nches of bis right hand, told plainly 
the story of a tragic attempt at sui- 
cide. Another evidence of the at- 
tempted severing of the cord of life 
was a small bottle, labled aconite, 
which lay near the wounded man, 
with a small portion of the deadly 
poison named on the lable still with- 


tbe vial having been tightly 


corked by the man after the deadly 
wtlon had been swallowed. In the 
ihambers of the revolver, a double- 
action weapon, were 
found two 


empty shells from which 33 calibre 
bullets had been fired The weapon 
was quite rusty and the man bad 
evidently tested It before placing the 
muzzle to hti bead, and to be still 
more sure of becoming death's victim, 
bad swallowed tbe poison 


CALLED OB. TKBWU.UGE& 


O Mr. Loeseher hastened to the near- 
est telephone and summoned Dr 
TarwllUger, who arrived upon the 
ghastly scene about 10 20 o'clock and 
'ound upon examination that the 
bullet had entered Gable's head a 
ittle back of and about an inch and 
a half above tbe right ear. The 
wound was bandaged and Grosjsao's 
ambulance being summoned, tbe un 
conscious msn was removed to the 
Hyera hospital. 


Dr. Terwllllger administered to 


ibe wounded man several hypodermic 
ejectionsot whisky and had tbe body 
surrounded witb bags of hot water. 
The man was still alive at 3 o'clock 
tints aftvnoon and his pulse was a 
trifle stronger than when be was 
Found, but it is tbe physician's opln 
ion that be cannot live more thaa a 
few hours longer. 


Gable was born in Germany and 


bas no relatives in tbis country ex 
cept his own wife and children. He 
married Miss Sophia Loescher about 
fourteen or fifteen years ago and to 
them five children were born, tbe 
oldest now being about, twelve or 
thirteen years of age 
Tbe family 


removed to this city about a yeer 
ago from Cincinnati 
Gable's act 


cannot be accounted for in say way 
by any of his grieved family, except 
tbat be became very despoodrent at 
times and seemed absent minded 
His brothers in law state tbat there 
bas been no family trouble of any 
kind that could have actuated him 
In the terrible deed.

ployee found blameless under Investi- 
gation will be paid for time lost, tbe 
ame as at present.

out a thorough investigation and 
notice given to tbe person aSeeted. 
This record will be a private one, 
and employes will not be shown any 
ecord tnerelo except their owe, •&£ 
a transcript of an employe's record 
will be given him on application, and 
when the record against an employe 
becomes such as to demonstrate his 
unfitness for service, he will be dis- 
missed 
Special credit will be given 


on an employe's record, and may also 


bulletined, for notably excellent 


conduct, good judgment in emer- 
gencies, loyalty, etc. Record bullet- 
ns will be Issued by the superinten- 
dent from time to time, as may be

>line, on bulletin boards provided for 
bat purpose. These bulletins will 
contain facts and conclusions acci 
only such comment as is applicable 
Barnes will not be mentioned In these
